Lane Hurls 
Indictment 
Bitter 
Against 
German Treachery 


A T L A N T I C C ITY, N. J., Sept. 18.— In a scathing indictment of a Germany 
that seeks to master the world “with high explosives and low intrigue,” Sec­ 
retary of the Interior Lane today declared that Am erica was making “full 
steam ahead in the war* and would continue fighting until the world has no 
cause to fear kaiserism. 
Lane spoke at the opening session of the war con­ 
vention of the chamber of commerce of the United States. 
“ We are determined on war. 
That is settled,” he said. 
"The Am erican 
people have determined to resist the aggression of a Germany that broke her 
word with us, a Germany that sought to start revolution inside our borders, 
a Germany that sought to bring enemies upon us from the outside while we 
were at peace with her, a Germany that in violation of her own word, sank 
the ships that we sent to feed the starving Belgians, a Germany whose na­ 
tional policy was to teach each nation to distrust every other nation, whose 
m ilitary policy was to spread terror, whose naval policy was to prey upon 
neutrals.”

Germany 
He declared Germany in “ an organ­ 
ized ambition that is hostile to the 
world’s peace,” and that Is the enemy 
of the world. 
“ lf there is a better Germany inside 
of her and she will show it, she can 
again be restored to the fam ily of na­ 
tions as a friend. 
But we have de­ 
termined that we will fight the Ger­ 
many that is revealed, the spying, in­ 
triguing, terrorizing Germany.” 
He predicted the war 
would 
end 
when Germany knows that she must 
“ give hostages to keep peace in the 
future.” 
“ It was the ancient and 
barbaric 
custom.” he said, “ to take princes and 
high men as hostage, and this custom 
Germany followed when she entered 
Belgium. 
But th^ world does not ask 
such hostages today. 
It is ‘the prob­ 
lem of world statesmanship to 
dis­ 
cover what kind of hostage Germany 
can give when she has been convinced 
that her dream of world mastery can­ 
not come true. 
Under civilization we 
all give hostages to each other. 
W e 
place in the other man's hands some­ 
thing sacred which we forfeit if we 
break the common law. 
It is the price 
we pay for life among our 
fellows. 
Gemmily must do the same. 


Should Give Hostages Against Fear 
“ The people of Germany have been 
taught to fear.

“ W e are bent upon muking war with 
American vigor. 
If anyone 
doubts 
that, let him look at the record of con­ 
gress. whic h has come in for so much 
of derision and reproach. 
“ I presume to say that no other par 
liamentary body in so short a time 
has passed so great a volume of well- 
considered and 
prophetic 
legislation 
as has our present congress in the last 
five months. 


“ We have supplied money for our 
friends; raised an army of a million 
and a quarter; inaugurated a new in­ 
dustry— that of making aeroplanes— 
revived a new industry, that of build­ 
ing ships; placed powers over exports 
and prices ovsr industries 
and 
re­ 
sources, in the hands of 
the 
presi­ 
dent, made laws to punish domestic 
enemies, courageously placed the bur­ 
den of taxation on those who can beet 
bear up under it— that ie 
a 
record 
that no nation has excelled. 
“ W e ahull make war in earnest for 
we know that if Germany wins, 
the 
world will turn aside from the system 
of law and liberty which we know 
and exalt that m ilitary caste and sys­ 
tem which is the historic enemy of 
personal liberty.

We had a pretty good tim e coming 
up. Crowds m et the train at every 
station and m ade us welcome. W e ate 
at 
H arvey houses all the way to 
Bakersfield. 
The boys from Santa 
Ana are all fine fellows and will all 
make good I am sure. 
W e arrived here .Saturday about 9 
a. rn. and it had ju st stopped raining— 
the first rain in several m onths. 
We 
were m et at the train by a group of 
officers and doctors. 
They gave us a 
slight exam (th ro ats and ears) then 
we were m arched to a barracks where 
we were given an iron bed each and 
a bed tick which we filled with nice 
clean straw , and which m ade an ex­ 
cellent bed, and then w ere given two 
dandy blankets and w ere shown how 
to m ake our beds. 
The food is quite fair. 
We usually 
have a cereal and m eat and potatoes 
for breakfast and coffee; at noon it 
is m eat (roast or stew ) and a vege­ 
table, 
and 
w ater and 
good 
bread, 
prunes or dried apples or apricots at 
every m eal; at supper we have meat, 
potatoes and hot tea. 
We eat out of 
tinw are and, believe me, you have to 
grab, or it is all gone before you know 
it. 
W e are getting down to a schedule 
now which runs like this: 5:45 a. in., 
arise and be in line for roll call at I! 
a. rn.; run about a mile to the parade 
grounds and have physical exercises 
until about 6:45, and then hack to 
the barracks and m ake up our beds, 
then outside and police, pick up all 
the 
paper 
and 
refuse 
around 
the 
grounds. 
By this tim e I am ready for 
breakfast, you bet. 
We then have drill and lots of in­ 
teresting lectures, etc., until noon and 
then eat, and after dinner the sam e 
thing until 5 p. rn. then supper. 
A fter 
supper we have to ourselves until 9:30 
then "tap s” and the lights go out. 
I was cold the first few nights but 
got an extra blanket and am all right 
now. 
I was assigned a special duty in the 
supply 
company 
service 
yesterday, 
(this is the sam e as the com m issary.) 
I like it very wed and hope to stay 
here. 
You cannot imagine the size of this 
place. 
It is 75.000 acres and there 
are thousands of barracks and a dan­ 
dy large hospital and w arehouses and 
num erous other buildings. 
The reserve is in a beautiful pine 
woods and is about two m iles from 
the lake and IS miles from Tacoma 
(northw est.) 
It rains here most all 
the tim e and everyw here iH mud. Have 
not had tim e to go to Tacom a yet. 
The place is just nearing comple­ 
tion and I am glad I am here before 
the big crowd, as they will have many 
m ore hardships than we, because they 
will not be ready 
to 
accom m odate 
them all. 
We have not as yet received our uni­ 
form s -b u t expect them this week. 
I 
visited wit Ii Dr. W inter last Sunday 
and several other boys from Santa 
Ana. 
This arm y is very different from 
your idea of the common soldier. We 
have bankers and w ealthy men from 
all walks of life and they are always 
studying and trying to improve them ­ 
selves anil he prom oted. 
The officers 
are a fine lot of gentlem an and treat 
us with much consideration and re­ 
spect. 
I had pie and b u tter and sugar this 
evening (at a re stau ran t), tile first 
since last Friday. 
If I am assigned to 
tliis supply company perm anently I 
will be very pleased, as I like it.
